In this crop he had six starters, 
with four winners, one placed, and one unplaced. Fort Ben was the best. He 
won five races at two, three races and twice placed at three, from nine starts. 
Fort Ben was a horse of excellent speed which he carried up to 1 1/16 miles in 
close to record time. In the 1944 Hollywood Park Meeting in California, Fort 
Ben ran in allowance handicaps and stakes, and was handicapped 126 pounds 
against Bric A Bac’s 124 pounds, both three-year-olds.

two starts, equaling a track record in her second, and placed in stakes. Pere 
Markette won three races, and was beaten a nose in the $5,000 Alsab Handicap 
at Detroit. Naval Base won at Jamaica, beating a high-class field. Our Sensa- 
tion won and placed second twice and third once at Garden State Park. In- 
verine won twice, placed second twice and third once in high-class fields at Wash- 


ington Park. Good Pasture placed second in her second start at Delaware

The sport is coming into a critical 


In Kentucky, for instance, the Courier-Journal, 
once again a great newspaper and powerful in 
shaping public opinion, is methodically building 
up its case that the State should collect a 5 per 
cent pari-mutuel tax. It is also building up a 
case to the effect that there is no essential differ- 


ence between betting at a race course and in a 


handbook, leaving the inference that either the 
betting at the tracks should be stopped or the 
betting in the handbooks should be legalized. 


In Illinois the Legislature has passed a bill 
increasing the State’s share of the take-off from 
the pari-mutuel pools from 2 to 6 per cent, and 
decreasing the track’s share from 8 to 7 per cent. 
The bill earmarks this revenue, plus that from 
a one-cent levy on each package of cigarettes, to 
pay a bonus to Illinois’ war veterans, to the 
amount of about $17,460,000. The issue is being 
submitted to a vote of the people, and presumably 
will pass, since nearly everybody is for a tax 
which seems so easy to collect. 


Saratoga Springs, following the lead of New 
York City, will impose a 5 per cent tax on bet- 
ting, and thus expects to gain enough revenue 
the easy way to finance the operations of the 
municipality. 


The discussion of taxing off-the-course betting 
had become so insistent that last week The Jockey 
Club, which moves most reluctantly to make pub- 
lic statements of policy, moved to make a state- 
ment. Its chairman, William Woodward, pro- 
tested that off-the-course betting “would destroy 
the present idea of the sport, which is that those 
who attend the races, watch the horses and make 
their selections are permitted to bet within the 
confines of the course, and change it to little more 
than a numbers racket. While racing is an indus- 
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try, with vast investments and employees in 40 
of the states of the country, it is predicated on 
sport, and anything which tends to destroy the 
basic fact must inevitably destroy the entire 
structure. The Jockey Club must energetically 
restate its opposition and continue to join the 
racing commissions throughout the United States 
and with the Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
of the United States in opposition to a plan which 
informed racing people believe would prove fatal 
to the sport.” 


An Associated Press story from New York last 
Saturday quoted Dan Chappell, general counsel 
for the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association, to the effect that at a meeting of the 
association’s board of directors, then scheduled 
to open in Boston Friday of this week, later post- 
poned, he would introduce two important resolu- 
tions. 

“T will introduce one resolution condemning in- 
discriminate confiscating taxes being levied by 
various state legislatures against racing and to 
get horsemen to agree to boycott those communi- 
ties which continue this practice. 

“The other resolution is to condemn the move- 
ment to legalize off-the-course betting and H. B. 
P. A. horsemen will agree not to race in any state 
that legalizes such an act, and will refuse to race 
against any other horsemen who do race in such 
a state.” 


“Biggest scandal in the veterans’ housing pro- 
gram,” says Drew Pearson to his millions of read- 
ers, “is the way non-essential race tracks, roller 
coasters and bowling alleys divert thousands of 
feet of precious lumber and carpenters’ time, 
which could be used for homes for veterans. ... 
The fight over rebuilding Tanforan is an illustra- 
tion of how energetic race track owners and 
sleepy-eyed CPA officials co-operate to give vet- 
erans’ housing the go-by. On April 26, a San 
Francisco contractor filed a complaint with CPA 
(Civilian Production Administration) that the 
Tanforan race track was getting carpenters by 
advertising overtime and, as a result, his veter-

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ans’ housing projects were at a standstill. 


CPA, 
however, ruled that Tanforan was merely de- 
molishing former Navy construction which it 


ruled was permissible. About this time, how- 
ever, Tanforan applied for a new construction 
permit, and, according to Guy Standifer, presi- 
dent of the track, he was encouraged to go ahead 
by Ed Halloran, regional CPA construction man- 
ager. Halloran denies this, but Standifer testi- 
fies that Halloran was very sympathetic and vir- 
tually told him to go ahead with the work pend- 
ing action of the permit... .” 


Taxwise and otherwise, racing is the public’s 
business. Here we have a specific instance of a 
race track rousing public resentment in its haste 
to get on with the business of making money, and 
involving in that resentment an agency of the 
Federal Government. The affairs of racing, and 
government are being tied closer and closer to- 
gether. Let one err and both may suffer. 


The old question of easy money is now before 
the house. State governments want all the easy 
money they can get from racing, and they are 
either taking it or reaching for it, on the theory 
that easy money is the best kind to have. There 
is a disposition now in government to assume that 
racing money is the easiest money possible, be- 
cause the government needs only to collect the 
revenue, and if there are mistakes in policy to 
let “racing” take the blame. 


Such a disposition on the part of government 
develops two fundamental difficulties. It creates, 
in the first place, too much racing, because the 
licensing of tracks becomes predicated more and 
more upon what the state treasury needs and 
less and less upon what is best for the sport and 
for the people who enjoy it. Thus the reserves 
of good will accumulated by the sport over many 
years may be gradually depleted until it becomes 
known chiefly as a sordid means of allowing the 
less worthy citizens to contribute something to 
the general welfare. 


In the second place, governmental dependence 
upon easy money is a dangerous snare. If a 
democracy is to continue indefinitely as such, its 
people must accept the responsibility of paying 
taxes for whatever governmental service they 
demand. They cannot continue indefinitely to 
avoid the issue between taxes and service. They 
cannot support a stable government upon any- 


thing so uncertain as the easy money of the race 
track. 


For all practical purposes except in the mili- 
tary sense, America is now at war with Russia, 
that is to say, with the ideology of dictatorship. 
Moscow is now making the statements which ten 
years ago were coming from Berlin and Munich. 
Democracy is under direct attack. The burden is 
upon us individually to accept responsibility, not

New Monmouth, 
New Mechanism 


Hotel and Race Track 


HIS tourist made the acquaintance of Price’s 

Hotel recently, where Diamond Jim Brady and 
Lillian Russell stay while they attend the races at 
Monmouth Park. They weren’t there at the time, 
having stepped out a matter of 50 years ago, but 
Price’s Hotel is ageless, taking no account of a 
half-century or so, and Diamond Jim may step 
back again for a pick-up, without noticing that 
the place has changed much. 

As nearly as this bystander could get the his- 
tory of the place, during a somewhat confused 
afternoon, it was bought from the Algonquin In- 
dians, who had been operating it as a summer re- 
sort, for 20 pieces of silver and two blue Toby- 
jugs, and has been run by the Price family every 
since. One of the present generation came at 
your correspondent with a clipping from the old 
New York Herald—forerunner of the Herald- 
Tribune—chronicling the death of an ancestress 
some seasons back. The date-line was 1720 or 
1886, or some such a matter. The notice included 
a typical menu of the hotel, which seems a curious 
item to turn up in an obituary, but I suppose the 
editor had eaten there, and this impressed him 
more than anything else. It still works that way. 

After one postponement Monmouth Park 
opened in what you might delicately call an un- 
finished state. The club house and the area sur- 
rounding it was entirely barred to the public be- 
cause it was filled with workmen, among whom a 
beaver wouid have stood out as a display of lassi- 
tude. Most of the roof was on the grandstand, 
but some of it wasn’t. There were lots of places 
where sod was needed, but in general not much 
sod. There were odds and ends of timbers and 
unfitted window frames scattered around the 
grandstand. Actually the plant needed three or 
four more weeks to get ready 

Yet at the same time Monmouth must be ranked 
high among Grandstands I Have Met. The turn- 
stile count on opening day was nearly 19,000, a 
figure which took this tourist by surprise, since 
there was no evidence of crowding at all. When 
the plant is completed it will hold 30,000 or 35,000 
people in more comfort than the average horse 
player is accustomed to. This is partly the de- 
sign and partly the essential vastness of the plant. 
There are so many stairways and aisles that they 
do not get loaded past what the traffic will bear, 
and the betting ring, mezzanine and the terrace 
in front of the stands are so big that any reason- 
able crowd will have accommodations. 

The set-up on the whole is very promising. The 
general manager is Eddie Brennan, who ought to 
know about race tracks—he’s been around enough 
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of them, including Pimlico, which is a good place 
to get a refresher course on race track operation. 
The president is Amory Haskell, who has a 
breeding farm in New Jersey, headed by Opera 
Hat and Knave High. It is pointed out with some 
pleasure that 11 of 17 directors either race or 
breed horses or both. While nobody’s feelings 
will be hurt if the track makes a bucket full of 
money there is a sporting interest as well as a 
commercial one. By the way, I do not know why 
anyone should apologize for running a race track 
on a commercial basis; quite reputable people run 
a good many well-thought-of businesses that way. 

It was very appropriate that two of the win- 
ners on opening day were bred in New Jersey, in- 
cluding Pipette, winner of the Colleen Stakes, 
which came from William H. LaBoyteaux’s nurs- 
ery. They were both good races, fairly won 
against open competition. By contrast on Friday 
there was a race for New Jersey-breds. Preston 
Burch got a Brookmeade 2-year-old named Peace 
Harbor into it, considered one of the faster 2- 
year-olds in New York. Peace Harbor went up 
against five maidens and a horse that had won 
for $7,000. He was 1 to 5, and practically walked 
in. It is none of my business, but Pipette winning 
a stakes against all comers is a far better adver- 
tisement for New Jersey breeding than will ever 
come out of races restricted to Jersey-breds. 


Stunts in the Stewards’ Stand 


ENTURING timidly into the stewards’ stand 

at Aqueduct last week this tourist found two 
Dumont television screens in operation, each race 
being photographed (a) from a post on top of 
the totalizator board and (b) from a truck cruis- 
ing around the infield in hot pursuit of the races. 
The notion here was that the stewards were try- 
ing to work out a device which would make it un- 
necessary for them to come to the race track at 
all, but it seems not. The ideal arrangement in- 
volves five cameras set up at different points on 
the race track and managed by remote control. 
The result would be pictures such as the film pa- 
trol gets now. These would be transmitted to a 
screen in the stewards’ stand. Immediately in 
front of the screen is a motor-driven camera 
which photographs the television screen. The 
film would pass directly into a quick developer 
and a quick dryer, with the result that the film 
could be run off for inspection by the stewards 
within one minute after the race. This would 
eliminate completely the delay which is neces- 
sarily involved in picking up film from the film- 
patrol, bringing it back to a developing room and 
preparing it for show. 

Last week’s arrangement was just a makeshift 
to see what could be done. It was in charge of 
Crawford Hill, Jr., a son-in-law of William Goad- 
by Loew, who in turn owns a stable of race horses 
trained by Harris Brown. The stewards’ stand 
was full of technicians, who seemed vastly pleased 
by the results they had obtained. This is a fur- 
ther mechanization of racing, but it is easier on 
the imagination than the picture I conjure up of 
Lou Smith flying over the fields at Rockingham 
Park in a helicopter, with a camera glued to his 
right eye.

The statistics presented herewith were ob- 
tained by THE BLoop-HorsE from the Thoro- 
facts Company, a Lexington organization 
which has been set up in an effort to explore 
thoroughly the possibilities of obtaining more 
adequate information concerning § racing 
through the use of punch card methods. 

Under this system, which uses electrical 
accounting machines, the same cards may be 
used to compile information in many cate- 
gories. THE BLoop-HorsE will present addi- 
tional lists from time to time, each revealing 
facts never before available. 

The list here given includes only sires rep- 
resented by winners through June 18, with 
the reservations set forth in the accompany- 
ing text.

To supplement some of these deficiencies an 
additional list of winners is appended, from the 
hand-posted records of THE BLoop-HorsE, but 
even these are less nearly up to date than usual 
because of the slowness with which some of the 
returns on the record amount of racing in 1946 
became available through the publications of 
Daily Racing Form. 

In the following list of sires of winners, the 
first column after each sire’s name gives the 
number of registered living foals of 1944 credited 
to that horse. In the next column is the number 
of starters, next the number of winners, then the 
number of horses which have placed without win- 
ning. Under each sire appear the names of his 
winners (and their dams).

In the Sequoia Handicap at Hollywood Park 
early in the meeting Honeymoon had given weight 
to older horses and in that race also Double F. F. 
had been closest to her at the finish, but 2% 
lengths to the rear. In the Golden State, Honey- 
moon carried ten pounds over the scale, consider- 
ing the five-pound sex allowance, but it made no 
difference to her. 


Honeymoon made only four starts at two, and 
in her last one, on December 29, won the Califor- 
nia Breeders’ Champion Stakes. Subsequently 
she has won the Sequoia Handicap and the Holly- 
wood Oaks, in addition to the Golden State. In 12 
starts she has won seven races, finished second 
twice, and third twice, earned $121,470. She is 
the first Mayer-bred to win $100,000, and the 
first California-bred filly to touch that amount.

In the Brooklyn Handicap last year Devil Diver 
gave Stymie 16 pounds and lost by a length and 
a fraction. Last year, also, the race was held 
at Belmont Park, so a huge Fourth of July crowd 
could be accommodated, but for the fifty-eighth 
running, at Aqueduct’s home grounds, the small- 
est Saturday crowd of the season (33,780) turned 
out to watch Stymie, in his turn, give away 
weight and lose the race. Gallorette won by just 
a neck, but it was margin enough to send Stymie 
down to defeat for the fourth consecutive time, 
and give the Brann filly another surprising vic- 
tory to match her win in the Metropolitan. 


Gallorette was picking up five pounds off the 
1%-mile Sussex Handicap of the previous week- 
end, in which she had finished between the win- 
ning Pavot and Stymie, and the Jacobs horse was 
shouldering only two additional pounds, so there 
remained a ten-pound spread between them, or 
only five pounds when the sex allowance is con- 
sidered. 

Stymie ran his usual race and was last on the 
back side. Gallorette stayed closer to the pace 
set by Helioptic, and took over at the top of the 
lane. On the far turn Stymie began to move up, 
and in the last three-sixteenths the race lay be- 
tween him and the Brann filly, with the others 
out of contention. Jockey Hedley Woodhouse, 
who apparently has replaced Bobby Permane as 
Stymie’s regular rider, said afterward that Sty- 
mie had showed in front of Gallorette, but the 
filly, the only one of her sex in the race, came 
again. Many in the crowd blamed Woodhouse for 
having moved too soon with Stymie, which has a 
tendency to pull himself up if in front. 

Burning Dream rushed up in the stretch but 
hung, finishing third by 4% lengths. Stymie was 
the 65-100 favorite and drew a few boos for fail- 
ing to win; Gallorette was $3.15 to $1 and drew 
prolonged cheers. Stymie’s $10,000 second money 
increased his earnings to $331,360, moved him

Sprint Champion 
Bought for 


Record Price Paid for Ensueno 


RIO DE JANEIRO, June 18 


ETAILED news has just been received from 

Buenos Aires of important purchases by 
North American customers. In one of my previ- 
ous notes I said Battant, a very good middle-dis- 
tance performer, had been sold to the United 
States for 50,000 pesos. However, we have now 
the certainty that he was sold for the very beau- 
tiful sum of 150,000 Argentine pesos (about 
$36,900, counting the peso at 24.6 cents). Battant 
is undoubtedly worth the price, although he was 
not one of the champion weight-for-age horses in 
Argentina. José Buarque de Macedo tried to 
purchase him, but the price was not what he 
wanted to give for the horse. Battant is a son 
of Parwiz out of La Cloche, by Polemarch out of 
La Luz, by Fulmen. 


A sale more sensational than Battant’s was 
the one of Ensueno. Four days ago I reported 
a bright victory of this formidable sprinter over 
one mile and said he is the best sprinter now in 
South America. Ensuefo was sold for North 
America at 180,000 pesos ($44,280), the highest 
recorded price ever paid for an Argentine horse. 
Purchasing Ensueno, North American owners 
have taken a horse which will make something 
sensational in your country, if he reaches his best 
form in the United States. Ensueno, whose stakes 
career is very good, having taken from Plover 
the unbeaten title and the sprinting crown, is a 
son of British Empire out of Sweet Katie, by 
Silurian out of Miss Marget, by Hurry On. 


The very good 2-year-old filly Grilette, the good 
handicap horse Talon, and the colt Lord Grillo 
were also purchased for North America, for a re- 
ported price of 160,000 pesos ($39,360) the three. 

Undoubtedly North American buyers are mak- 
ing great and good purchases in this part of the 
world. South American horses are really very 
good and Argentine ones are already well known 
in the United States. However, they have not 
tried the Uruguayan and Brazilian markets. Re- 
cently a California customer, as I was informed, 
was interested in the filly Garbosa II, best 2-year- 
old of her sex and perhaps of the two sexes in 
Brazil. I think Garbosa II is worth some $20,000 
in your currency. However, the business wasn’t 
finished. This is the beginning of the Brazilian 
trade with North American horsemen, although 
an important Brazilian breeder, A. J. Peixoto de 
Castro Jr., purchased, less than a year ago, some 
broodmares in the United States. 
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Hyperion Horse Beats Good Field 


N June 9, at Gavea, we saw another victory 

for the Hyperion horse, High Sheriff, whose 
three previous races in Brazil had been in two 
common events at Cidade Jardim and the Classico 
José Carlos de Figueiredo of 1,600 meters at 
Gavea. The unbeaten English-bred was one of 
the 13 starters for the important Grande Premio 
Prefeitura Municipal, over 2,000 meters (about 
1% miles), with a gross value of 130,000 cruze- 
iros. High Sheriff was, in fact, the favorite, at 
27-10. 

Under 121 pounds and ridden by L. Gonzalez, 
who had come from Cidade Jardim to mount him, 
High Sheriff won by a head and could have won 
by a greater margin. Lord (123.2) was a very 
good second, Domino (134.2) third three lengths 
back, Fulgor (121) fourth and the others finished 
as follows: Longchamp (123.2), Valipor (125.4), 
Briton (121), Bilbao, 127.6), Caa-Puan, Dante 
(127.6), Zagal (127.6), Con Juego (121), and 
Typhoon (125.4). The track was sloppy and this 
is a good excuse for Typhoon being last, for this 
good stayer doesn’t run at all over a muddy 
course. 

High Sheriff, a son of the famous English stal- 
lion, Hyperion, out of Tip the Wing, by Tetra- 
tema, is trained by E. Freitas and is property of 
F. E. de Paula Machado. His owner is to go to- 
morrow to France, where he will look after the 
family affairs, including horses, and perhaps pur- 
chase a good racer and future stallion. The prin- 
cipal asset of the family breeding establishments 
was the North American-bred Novelty, along with 
several top French- and English-bred stallions. 

I am not yet sure of High Sheriff’s ability to 
run against the real champions in Brazil. He 
has not met, up to now, any of the cracks— 
Miron, Secreto, Ever Ready, and Fontaine. How- 
ever, I think he is a better horse over one mile 
and one-half and perhaps the 3,000 meters (one 
mile and seven furlongs) of the Grande Premio 
Brazil, our principal veterans’ stakes. 

On the previous day, at the Cidade Jardim 
race course, in Sao Paulo, the 2-year-old filly 
Basca, by Strauss out of Senhorita, won the Clas- 
sico Juliano Martins, over 1,400 meters, from an- 
other filly, Berenice II. As a sprinter, Basca is 
a very promising one, but I think she will disap- 
pear when the distances increase and the best of 
her sex and age meet her. 


A Formidable Sprinter 


HERE is now in Argentina a formidable 

sprinter. So good is he that he can beat a top 
miler over a mile with ease, because he does not 
have to run at all in the first furlongs of the race 
and thus has a good reserve for the last ones. He 
is Ensueno, a son of British Empire out of Sweet 
Katie, by Silurian. His most recent and amazing 
performance was on June 8 at San Isidro, in the 
Clasico San Lorenzon, over 1,600 meters. Only 


two starters went to the course, Ensuefo and 
Aden, top miler, recently winner of an important 
mile handicap and winner, two years ago, of the 
Argentine counterpart of the English Two Thous-

and Guineas. Despite the class of his opponent, 
Ensueno took the lead at the start, under jockey 
J. P. Artigas, while Aden was one length back. 
Three furlongs after, Ensuefio increased his ad- 
vantage to four lengths and he won comfortably 
by three lengths, in 1:354s. 

Ensuefo is now the champion sprinter in South 
America. He is owned by Upper Cut Stable and 
his trainer says he will be kept for the great 
sprinting events in Argentina, running also over 
one mile while the champion miler Snob is out of 
action. Ensuefo is another of the very good 
horses the English sire, British Empire, is send- 
ing to the tracks and it appears this stallion is go- 
ing to make a very strong challenge for the posi- 
tions held in recent years by the deceased Con- 
greve, and Tresiete, Rustom Pasha, Full Sail, 
Foxglove, Baber Shah, and Cameronian. 


A New Queen in Argentina 


OR two years Plateria was the champion mare 

in Argentina. The daughter of Parlanchin, 
although unsound, has been beating every chal- 
lenge from fillies and mares in her country and 
she was also considered the best horse of both 
sexes and all ages in Argentina for 1944 and 
1945. Last year, however, she started only once, 
and beat the candidates which challenged her 
leadership. Her unsoundness prevented her from 
starting again before June 9 this year, at San 
Isidro, when the Clasico Miguel Angel y Tomaz 
J. Celman, over 2,200 meters, was presented. Only 
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three mares started, but they were the best 
weight-for-age racers of the sex in Argentina. 
Favorite was Michunga, recently sold to North 
America. The choice, however, was owing to the 
fact Plateria was very unsound and Michunga 
had a formidable workout. Michunga made a 
slow pace and in the last turn Half Crown beat 
her and came home to win by three lengths from 
Plateria, while Michunga was last, well beaten. 
Time, 2:20. 

The result pointed to a new champion mare in 
Argentina. Plateria’s owners announced it had 
been the last race of the famous mare, and that 
she would be sent to the stud. Half Crown is a 
daughter of Hunter’s Moon (now in Brazil) out 
of Meneguina, by Leteo. She is owned by La 
Giralda Stable and her rider was famous I. Leg- 
uisamo. Now the champion weight-for-age mare 
in her country, she is not, however, of the same . 
class as Plateria and I think it is very improb- 
able she will be able to meet the male champions 
on even terms, as Plateria did several times. 


Unbeaten Juvenile in Uruguay 


OR the third time the colt Commando started 

for a race, on June 9, at Maronas, Montevidéo, 
Uruguay. His two previous outings had been 
resolved by easy wins and now he was meeting 
some good colts and fillies in the Clasico Marojias, 
over 1,500 meters. He was an odds-on favorite, 
took the lead at the start, increased his advantage 
after five furlongs, and won easily by three

Stud, in Sao Paulo, Brazil, the stallion Mas- 
hallah, a son of *Mahmoud out of Stafaralla, by 
Solario. Stafaralla, his dam, was also dam of 
Tehran, winner of English St. Leger. Mashallah 
was purchased by José Paulino Nogueira, owner 
of the Bella Esperanca Stud, to stand there. When 
he arrived the top sire Tintoretto, by Solario out 
of Blandishment, by Blandford, died. Thus he 
was in the place of the deceased. He was mated 
with some of the best broodmares of the Bella 
Esperanca Stud last year. In the same stud stand 
Seventh Wonder (Pharos—Benevenuta Cellini), 
Pure Boy (by Gradely—Miss Sceptre), and Lunar 
Stayer—Lucema). Miron, today’s champion cup 
horse in Brazil, is owned also by Paulino Nogueiro 
and will be a stallion in the Bella Esperanca when 
his racing career finishes. 

I do not have complete results on Chilean and 
Peruvian racing of the week. However, there 
are some interesting things to report. 

In Chile the “clasico” presented at the Club 
Hipico de Santiago, over 2,600 meters, was won 
by Copenhague, a son of Iago, in 2:45. 

In Peru the “clasico” was won, apparently in 
a walk-over, by Profano, a son of Requiebro out 
of Papalona, in 2:04% for the 2,000 meters. Re- 
quiebro, sire of Profano, won the Argentine 
Derby, ran in Brazil under the colors of the late 
Linneo de Paula Machado, returned to Argentina, 
where he sired several good winners, including 
the very good grey stakes winner Tonto.

Bernborough Wins 
Two More Races 


But He Isn't Coming to the U. S. 


MELBOURNE, June 10 
ERNBOROUGH is being hailed as one of the 
greatest race horses of all time in Australia 
following two striking performances at the Doom- 
ben (Brisbane) re-opening meeting. The son of 
imported Emborough won the Ahern Memorial 
Handicap at slightly less than seven furlongs 
with the huge burden of 145 pounds, and a week 
later he took the Doomben Cup at 22 yards less 
than eleven furlongs with 151 pounds, which in- 
cluded a penalty of 10 pounds for his Ahern Me- 
moria! win. 

Bernborough is great, and later he might still 
be greater, but the pity of it is that he is rising 
seven years old, is a stallion, and this is the first 
season he has raced as a “free” horse. In other 
words, until he was sold for 2,600 guineas (about 
$8,800) to A. O. Romano, Sydney night club own- 
er, last year, he was not allowed to race in any of 
the big cities.

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Mr. Romano made one of the greatest bargains 
in history even at 2,600 guineas, as for him Bern- 
borough has won £20,895 in stakes (about $71,- 
000) and altogether, £21,066, and Romano is cred- 
ited with having won more than £50,000 in bets on 
the dual success at Doomben, a race course well 
known as a U.S. depot during the war and where, 
until this month, there had been no racing for 
years. 

There were no fewer than 27 runners in the 
Ahern Memorial Handicap, which carried the 
huge prize of £10,000, and Bernborough was al- 
ways favorite. In fact, three days before the 
race he was at 7 to 4, but on the actual day book- 
makers and backers got the idea he simply could 
not win with 145 pounds. 

The fielders blew him out to 4 to 1 and he 
started at 7 to 2. With less than three furlongs 
to go he seemed hopelessly out of the race, there 
being only one or two stragglers behind him, but 
he then put in a mighty run which carried him 
to success by two lengths. 

The crowd of 40,000 was dumbfounded at his 
amazing speed in the last two furlongs and some 
watch-holders reckoned he ran the last four fur- 
longs in :45%4, which is certainly going some. For 
years the people who saw the race will talk of 
Bernborough doing absolutely the impossible, and 
it proved beyond all doubt that he was up to full 
championship status as a sprinter. 

The distance of the Ahern Memorial was 93 
yards less than six furlongs, and Bernborough 
ran this unusual distance in 1:18%4. He was rid- 
den by the Sydney jockey, A. Mulley, who has 
won ten races in a row on the new champion and 
is to ride him whenever he starts. 

There have been rumors of Bernborough’s be- 
ing sent to America for the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap, but you can treat it all as so much eyewash 
as Romano has no such thoughts. To begin with, 
traveling a 7-year-old (he will be seven in Au- 
gust) stallion across the Pacific is one thing, but 
because of the encephelomyelitis embargo, he 
could not be returned to Australia. And Mr. Ro- 
mano won’t have that at any price. 

The real tragedy of the career of Bernborough 
is that he was not allowed to race against our 
best at three, four, and five years of age. If that 
had been the case, then you might have seen this 
wonder horse in the States. Bernborough is a 
very slow beginner, but how he can finish! It has 
to be seen to be believed, and now he is favorite 
for both the Caulfield (1% miles) and Melbourne 
(2 miles) Cups, the price of the double on “two 
Bernborough’s” being 125 to 1. 

Nothing is known yet of the spring plans for 
Bernborough but it is reported that he is to run in 
the revival of the King’s Cup, a £2,000 race at 
Randwick (Sydney) on October 12, which is only 
a week before the Caulfield Cup to be run 700 
miles away in Melbourne. 

Bernborough came up smiling again at Doom- 
ben on June 8 for the Doomben Cup of £5,000, and 
starting at 7 to 4 on he outclassed a field of fair 
stayers, running the 11 furlongs less 22 yards in 
the good time of 2:14%. 

Here again he seemed to be placed hopelessly 
with two furlongs to go, but getting into his great

ITHIN less than three weeks of the Prix du 

Jockey Club (French Derby), French sports- 

men are very much puzzled and for two reasons: 

First they have still to find the best colt of the 

year, and on the other hand all the cracks of 

Marcel Boussac’s stable, who are always favour- 

ites, are beaten nearly every time they start. Let 
us try to find the causes. 

The search for a crack is a problem that takes 
place each year before the big races. The Turf- 
man would like to discover an invincible cham- 
pion, but a Brantome, a Pharis, a Le Pacha, is 
not commonplace. 

As a rule, a small number of horses rise over 
the multitude and they beat each other in turn, 
the luckiest finding his best form to win in the 
big classics, which ensures his fame. He will be 
the only one to be remembered and the others, 
save perhaps two or three, will be forgotten.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


When in the same year several horses together 
reach high performances, the generation is said 
to be exceptional. This was the case of the 1920 
produce, which included Massine, *Mackenzie II, 
*Sir Gallahad III, *Epinard, Filibert de Savoie, 
Le Capucin, Niceas, ete. We do not think that 
the 1943 generation will be of such a high stand- 
ard. We will give a summary of our best hopes, 
but at present the classification is too fragile to 
satisfy the men of the Turf. 


Owing to the terrific success of Mr. Boussac’s 
horses during the past few years, each time one 
of his representatives runs he is very heavily sup- 
ported whatever the opposition may be. There 
is no need to underline how form is ephemeral 
and how hard it is to fight against ill luck. The 
horses in charge of C. H. Semblat, Mr. Boussac’s 
trainer, have not suddenly become inferior to 
their rivals, whom they had already beaten many 
times, and surely the horse-pox epidemic that has 
fallen on the stable and affected all the horses, 
particularly Nirgal, has contributed to this pres- 
ent lack of form. 

We have explained in our previous notes that 
Nirgal, the 2-year-old champion of 1945, had 
been beaten in the “Prix Greffulhe’”’ by Prince 
Chevalier. He has not raced since, and owing to 
his illness he will not start in the Epsom Derby, 
but let us hope that Le Prix du Jockey Club will 
put him back at the head of his division. 

His stable companion, Goyama, by Goya, out 
of Devineress, was beaten in the 2,000 Guineas 
at Newmarket. After being among the leaders 
during eight furlongs he faded away and finished 
eighth. One thinks he might have been upset by 
a rough Channel crossing. 

Will Damar, by Goya—F lower, be a new Cara- 
calla? Will he be the Boussac horse for the Grand 
Prix? He won by 2% lengths, in the Prix Bay 
Middleton, his first race. Last year Caracalla 
won that race by six lengths. The distance of

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1% miles agrees very well with a competitor for 
the 1%-mile Grand Prix. 

Since his victory in the Prix Greffulhe, Prince 
Chevalier won another classic for 3-year-olds, the 
Prix Daru-Noailles (only for colts or fillies of 
which the dam or sire was bred abroad). Prince 
Rose, the sire of Prince Chevalier, was foaled in 
England, later was exported to Belgium, thence 
taken to France. On June 16, Prince Chevalier 
won the French Derby over Elseneur and Pactole. 
He won easily by three lengths, but the race was 
very slow and the time moderate. Furthermore, 
Hope-La, who took second place, has already 
shown he was not as good as had been thought. 
So Prince Chevalier’s victory might not be so 
convincing. 

On April 28 two important races for 3-year- 
olds threw a little light: Souverain, by Maravedis 
—Jolie Reine, belonging to Mr. Schmitt, had eas- 
ily won the Prix Jean Prat (1% miles), where 
Fasano disappointed very much. Hannibal, by 
Blue Moon—Hardiesse, belonging to Mr. Migeon, 
trounced his opponents in the Prix de 1’Esper- 
ance run on the Grand Prix course. 

Well, two weeks later, on May 12, the Prix Hoc- 
quart, run on the same distance as the Jockey 
Club, upset these results, with Nirgal and Prince 
Chevalier being absent. Adrar, who had won the 
Prix Lagrange but had finished fourth in the Prix 
Greffulhe, won easily before Fasano, Souverain, 
and Hannibal being far behind. 

The uncertainty caused by the results of the 
main event induces many people +o look for the 
year’s champion in the winners of smaller stakes. 
The victory of Felix, by Vatellor—Fille d’Amouxr, 
belonging to Baron G. de Waldner (the late Mr. 
Edouard Esmond’s son-in-law) in the Prix de 
Marnes on May 9, made a big impression. Since 
then he was easily beaten in another classic trial, 
the Prix Matchem, 17-16 miles, by Quatrain 
(Prince Rose—Quiloa) belonging to Madame Jean 
Lieux. The latter had recently won the Prix Mon 
Petiot and has always beaten good performers. 

He surely is a good horse, but we prefer Yong 
Lo, by Arkina II, and Steeple, belonging to Mr. 
Matossian (the cigarette magnate). Steeple ran 
twice as a 2-year-old, being first and second, be- 
hind Samivel. This year he won his three races, 
the last one being the Prix La Rochette, 1% miles, 
300,000 francs. 

The milers as a rule do not compete in the 
stakes mentioned above but run in the Poule 
d’Essai des Poulains, the French 2,000 Guineas 
(600,000 francs, one mile). Three weeks before, 
the Prix Daphnis was run under the same condi- 
tions and might be considered as a trial for that 
race. After the win of Sayani (Fair Copy—Per- 
fume) belonging to Madame Jean Lieux, by five 
lengths in a real canter, no one could see who 
could beat him in the Poule d’Essai. But Sayani 
was never dangerous, finishing third behind Pac- 
tole (Fair Copy—Linda Rubia), belonging to 
Mr. Lombard, who had won his previous race. 


2-Year-Olds Also Uncertain 


HE position is not any clearer in the filly di- 
vision, for which the Prix Chloe and the Poule 
d’Essai des Pouliches (French 1,000 Guineas) are 
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the corresponding races. Boussac’s Cuadrilla 
(Tourbillon—Bouillabaise), who as a 2-year-old 
easily won her two races, was a hot favourite in 
the Prix Chloe, but she finished third behind Pas- 
tourelle (Gris Perle—Passe Fleur II), owned by 
M. Hennessy (the famous brandy), and Fille 
Royale, belonging to Mr. Leon Volterra. 

Pastourelle was favourite with Cuadrilla, Vic- 
toire (a recent winner) and Tourmente (the best 
2-year-old filly), for the Poule d’Essai. All of 
them failed, the winner being the 65-to-1 Real 
(Vatellor—Sans Egal), owned by Mr. A. Lieux. 
She beat Rimsy and Pirette. 

As regards older horses, the classification of 
the previous years has not been much altered. 
Vagabond, winning two good races, has confirmed 
his flying ability. He is by Astrophel—Walcho- 
wite. He recently beat the very good Tango. 

At 1% miles, the 1945 French Derby winner 
Coaraze, by Tourbillon out of the famous Corrida 
(who was taken away by the Germans during the 
war and has never been heard of since) belong- 
ing to Mr. Boussac, easily won the Prix, Daphnis 
et Chloe, beating Mistral, who was thought to be 
the best of the 1945 3-year-olds. 

Two big races have been run on classic dis- 
tances—Le Grand Prix du Tremblay (1% miles) 
and Le Prix du Nabob (1% miles). The first, 
with only three starting, was won by Boussac’s 
5-year-old crack Ardan (Pharis—Adargatis), 
leading from start to finish. His stable companion 
Priam (thought by some people to be as good as 
Ardan) was thoroughly beaten in the Prix du 
Nabob (the going was very damp) by the very 
good Basileus, of whom we have already spoken 
many times. (Basileus is owned by the Widener 
Estate.) 

“La Coupe” is a race for 3-year-olds and older 
horses over 1% miles. It was won by the 4-year- 
old filly Flossie, by Fiterari out of Flouve Odor- 
ante, owned by Mr. Champion. She had previ- 
ously run a very good race in the Prix Edgard 
Gillois (2% miles) and was only beaten a head 
by the winner of last year Grand Prix de Paris, 
Mr. Boussac’s Caracalla (Tourbillon—Astro- 
nomie), who ran rather badly, swerving in the 
stretch. 

The Prix du Cadran (800,000 francs—2% 
miles) is a great classic where some likely com- 
petitors (4 years old and up) for the Ascot Gold 
Cup meet. Two weeks earlier, the competitors 
of the Prix du Cadran had met in the Prix Jean 
Prat. Marsyas, Mr. Boussac’s stayer, by Trim- 
don—Astronomie, who had won the main French 
long distance races and also the classic races, was 
a hot favourite. He beat Basileus, but in turn 
- beaten by a short head by Chanteur, a 4-year- 
old. 

The latter (by Chateau Bouscaut—La Diva) is 
the great rival of Basileus. His story is worth 
telling. 

He was bred by the Duc Decazes, and began to 
run under his colours, but his jockey advised him 
to sell him because the horse is always very nerv- 
ous and restive before racing. Nevertheless, after 
the horse was sold the same jockey still rode him 
and won many races.

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best of last years 3-year-olds. Marsyas’ failure 
prevented the Duc Decazes from winning the Prix 
Jean Prat three years in succession, and might 
be due to the surprise of Chanteur’s finish. The 
distance also might have been too short for Mar- 
syas. In the Prix du Cadran, neither Basileus 
II nor Chanteur III could challenge him and he 
won the race for the third consecutive year. 
French sportsmen very eagerly await his compe- 
tition in the big English races. 

Marsyas did not run the Prix Rainbow (3%6 
miles) which was won by Woodcutter, a brilliant 
stayer which won last year’s Prix Gladiateur (3% 
miles). He finished very hard to win by five 
lengths. His dam, Wood Violet, is the dam of 
Wild Violet, who foaled the champion hurdler 
Wild Risk. Wood Violet is own sister to *Bar- 
berybush II (by *Ksar), the dam of Basileus. 

The 2-year-olds have just started racing. The 
Prix du Début was won by Balator, a grandson 
of *Epinard, who beat a Djebel filly. Catalina, a 
daughter of the very good Victrix, won Le Prix 
du Premier Pas. 

Hurdle racing is having a very quiet season. 
The Enghien track has had its two main races. 
Le Grand Steeple d’Enghien was won by Rouge 
Vert, owned by Mr. Guillet; La Grande Course 
de Haies d’Enghien was won very easily by 
Brazza (Astrophel—Erminette), owned by Mr. 
Roukine. Brazza was a good performer on the 
flat (he once beat Ardan). 


Sanner Released on Bond 


Roland B. Sanner, who had been wanted by 
Baltimore authorities since April 9 on a charge 
of conspiring to obtain a purse at Pimlico last 
fall by substituting one horse for another, sur- 
rendered to J. Bernard Wells, State’s attorney, 
on June 8 and was released on $1,000 bond. San- 
ner, his wife, Mary, and J. S. O’Donnell, of Wash- 
ington, have been indicted for wrongfully obtain- 
ing a purse of $1,100 from the Maryland Jockey 
Club last November by substituting Flying Kilts 
for Rounco. Flying Kilts won. A second indict- 
ment returned against them charges that they 
wrongfully received $150 on November 12 at Pim- 
lico when Flying Kilts was substituted for Rounco 
and ran third. 

O’Donnell, owner of Flying Kilts, is out on 
$1,500 bond, but Mrs. Sanner, in whose name 
Rounco ran, still is being sought. 

Sanner, O’Donnell, Mr. and Mrs. Clyde B. Ins- 
coe, and Jockey Charles E. Bowers, also were in- 
volved in the alleged substitution of Flying Kilts 
for Willow Run at the New Orleans Fair Grounds 
on January 29. The jockey was suspended from 
Louisiana tracks for a year, and the others were 
suspended for life. 

Sanner has filed suit in Civil District Court at 
New Orleans for $500,000 on the grounds that 
the Fair Grounds Corporation was grossly negli- 
gent in permitting the wrong horse to be run. 
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French Rule on German-Bred Stock 


At its session on May 17 (according to Far- 
away’s report to London’s Horse and Hound) the 
committee of the Societe d’Encouragement took 
an important step when deciding that all animals.

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Three Grand Mares 


Sf short of thirty years ago the foundation 

of the present day Keeneland Stud had its 
formation. The late J. O. Keene was among a 
rather large group of Americans at the December 
Sales of 1916 at the Park Paddocks, Newmarket, 
England, inspecting and buying a large number 
of horses. Some of these were for his own ac- 
count, others for friends, and some to be sold in 
America the next year. 


Altogether Mr. Keene purchased 37 head. Most 
of them (27) were weanlings to be disposed of 
upon arrival in America. Among the eight fillies 
purchased from 2 to 4 years of age were three 
that were to re-make the century-old Keeneland 
Stud, on which horses had been bred and raised 
since 1784. 


*Scrutiny, by Ballot 


CCORDING to the catalogue the first of the 
three to be bought was Scrutiny (No. 160), 
a bay mare by the American Ballot, out of the St. 
Amant mare, Investigation, from the Mayonaise 
branch of the great No. 3 family. *Scrutiny car- 
ried to these shores in utero a filly by Ampelion, 
later to become the good mare Inquiry. The lat- 
ter produced for Mr. Keene 10 foals and 10 win- 
ners, including Sandy Ford, winner of the Dixie 
Handicap and more than $50,000. Today at Keene- 
land Stud may be seen Eponine and Inverine, win- 
ning daughter and grand-daughter of Inquiry.

IHE second of the three head which were des- 
tined to re-make the famous Keeneland Stud 
was catalogue number 230, a grey filly by Grey 
Leg from Mi-Careme, by Desmond, and later

named *Carene. When bred to Luke McLuke, the 
distance running son of Ultimus, *Carene produced 
the stakes-winning mare Alice Blue Gown. When 
retired to the breeding paddocks Alice Blue Gown 
produced seven winners, including the stakes win- 
ners Battleship Gray and the amazingly fast Car. 
lisia. A daughter of Alice Blue Gown is now at 
Keeneland Stud with her first foal. She is the 
winning filly Blue and Gray, a full-sister to Car- 
lisia. 


*Black Brocade, by Neil Gow 


N Wednesday, December 6, entered the sales 
ring the mare for which Mr. Keene was look- 
ing. Nearing the end of the day’s activities was 
number 449, a black mare, 4-year-old, named 
Black Brocade and consigned by Major Leonard 
Brassey. She was by Neil Gow, a son of Chelan- 
dry, and was out of Black Velvet, by the Isinglass 
stallion Veles. The second dam was the great 
Black Duchess, a worthy representative of the 
Antiope branch of the Number 3 family. Black 
Duchess had produced Bay Ronald, ancestor of 
Bayardo, Dark Ronald, Gainsborough, and *Ted- 
dy’s dam Rondeau. Black Duchess’ grand-daugh- 
ter, Blanche, w2s the dam of the great sire Bland- 
ford. Doubling up Black Duchess in a pedigree 
produced *Mahmoud, the English Derby winner 
and very successful sire. *Mahmoud is by a son 
of Blandford and out of a mare by Gainsborough. 
*Black Brocade, in foal to Catmint, was knocked 
down to Mr. Keene for the amazingly small sum 
of 50 pounds. The following year, at Keeneland 
Stud, she dropped a filly, later to be named 
Barenka and who produced the stakes winner 
Moralist.

BOUT this time Mr. Keene acquired the stal- 

lion Luke McLuke. The son of Ultimus and 
the Trenton mare Midge had won the Belmont 
and Carlton Stakes and the Kentucky Handicap, 
*Black 
Brocade was to have five foals by Luke McLuke 
during her lifetime. They were all winners and 
three were stakes winners. The first, a colt foaled 
in 1918, became Pagan Pan, a winner and sire of 
stakes winners. 

The second foal of this combination arrived in 
1919.. A beautiful chestnut filly named Jeanne 
Bowdre, a winner of 10 races, including the Gold- 
en Rod Handicap, for Mr. Keene. Jeanne Bowdre 
was the last foal of *Black Brocade bred by Mr. 
Keene for she had found a new home at Elmen- 
dorf Farm where she produced to Luke McLuke 
the stakes winners Shuffle Along (25 wins), Mr. 
Sponge (34 wins), and the winner and producer 
Negrina . 

*Black Brocade had only two filly foals by Luke 
McLuke, Jeanne Bowdre, who remained at Keene- 
land Stud, and Negrina, at Elmendorf Farm. 

Armful, a daughter of Negrina, by Chance Shot 
and therefore a sister in blood to Jeanne Bowdre’s 
son Grand Slam, went to the Calumet Farm al- 
most adjoining Keeneland Stud where her family 
had started their career in this country. For Calu- 
met Farm Armful produced four foals through 
1942. Three of these were winners and included 
the Bull Lea gelding Armed, once a lead pony 
on the farm, now winner of $270,800, and with a 
long career on the track ahead of him.

ROOF positive that things are running pretty 
smoothly at Hollywood Park these days is 
offered in that a goodly portion of the local Turf 
writers are finding it necessary to nibble daintily 
at the sore old subject of “qualifying.” When- 
ever you can’t find another target to swing on in 
perfect safety, you can always fall back on a 
beaten favorite.

Ig- 
nored is the possibility that a Ford or an Austin 
may be mixed up with all the Buicks and may not 
respond to the same mechanical diddling that 
makes the others run. 

For alleged falsification of an application for 
an owner’s license, which may mean anything, 
Tony Damiano has been suspended by the stew- 
ards and his case referred to the California Horse 
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Racing Board. A few more cheap horses have 
been barred for inconsistency, which is the main 
reason for their being cheap, and that about winds 
up the judicial decisions for this time. A very 
dull week in California. 


Honeymoon and Stepfather 


OUIS B. MAYER’S invincible Honeymoon con- 

tinues to toy with all opposition. Her latest 
conquest was of 3-year-old colts and fillies in the 
Cinema Handicap of $25,000 at 1%6 miles. The 
result was no surprise to the crowd which dis- 
patched this very high-class miss at 1 to 2, but 
the time of 1:44 eased up and under the feather 
of 128 pounds deserves some mention. Before 
the race Johnny Maluvius, the racing secretary, 
was cussed for imposing too much weight. After 
the race he was cussed for letting her in so light. 
You can’t win. 

This is the fourth consecutive stakes won by 
Honeymoon at the meeting in as many starts. 
Last winter at Santa Anita she was hardly up to 
handling Knockdown and Star Pilot, but today 
she looks up to anything. As far as this observer 
is concerned, 3-year-old supremacy will not have 
been decided until she and Assault meet up at 
scale weights. I only hope she goes East this 
summer so we may get an idea just how good 
she really is. 

The owner of Honeymoon has had some suc- 
cess with handling females in his line of busi- 
ness as well as on the race track. This fact has 
not been overlooked by those who write of such 
things. At last, however, it seems that he has 
come up with a male lead who makes up in full 
for some earlier disappointments. I speak, of 
course, of a tall, dark bay colt named Stepfather, 
also by *Beau Pere, as who isn’t? Stepfather 
this week appeared in the overnights for the 
Hollywood Laddie Stakes, a $25,000 dash for two- 
year-old colts and geldings. The next day he 
showed up his opposition in the race proper by 
breaking dead last in a field of 14 and then gal- 
loping to a two-length score. The colts in front 
didn’t pull up and wait for him, either. This here 
is a horse, gentlemen. A horse, that is.

Whitney’s *Mahmoud gelding which had won the 
Will Rogers Handicap; War Spun, winner of the 
California Derby; and Going With Me, a capa- 
ble filly which shortly before had equaled the 
track record of 1:10% for six furlongs. 

At 128 pounds the Mayer filly was loaded more 
heavily than anything else in the race. Closest to 
her was Burra Sahib, which at 122 pounds was 
getting 11 pounds from Honeymoon, considering 
the sex allowance. 


Honeymoon went off at 1 to 2 and came in al- 
most two lengths before Don Peppino. But the 
race did not leave all the other owners entirely 
without hope. Don Peppino pulled himself up 
leaving the gate, lost a lot of ground before gain- 
ing his stride, and finished strongly. Hasta La 
Vista was sent up on the far turn, got caught 
between horses and could not find room for run- 
ning. Chagin was tangled with other horses 
leaving the gate, made up ground in the stretch. 
Burra Sahib was carried very wide around the 
first turn. There were, in short, plenty of rea- 
sons to be found in accounting for the defeats of 
some of them, but the best reason seemed to be 
that Honeymoon was too good. The Mayer sta- 
ble took third money with Eiffel Tower, half- 
brother to Jacola and Johnstown. 


Honeymoon’s score now stands at 13 starts, 
eight firsts, two seconds, two thirds, $141,520. 
She has accounted this year for the Santa Maria 
Stakes, the Sequoia Handicap, the Hollywood 
Oaks, and the Golden State Breeders Handicap, in 
addition to the Cinema Handicap. (See the 
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preceding pages for an account of her victory in 
the Golden State.) Her pedigree and family par- 
ticulars were in THE BLoop-HorsE of January 5, 
page 12.

Mereworth Farm 


WALTER J. SALMON, the New York real es- 
tate operator and financier who owns the Thor- 
oughbred establishment known as Mereworth 
Farm, made a resolution a few years ago that 
he was going to make a big improvement in the 
quality of the Mereworth stock and in the year- 
lings he would offer for sale. The fact that last 
year he more than doubled his 1944 price average 
was evidence of the speed he had made in carry- 
ing out his resolution. The appearance of his 
yearlings this season represents another tremen- 
dous gain. 

I have seen most of the yearlings sold from 
Mereworth Farm in recent years, and I doubt 
whether, if one could have had his pick from any 
three previous crops from that place, he could 
have selected a more even, better grown, sounder, 
and more promising lot than the 48 yearlings 
which Mereworth has catalogued for sale this 
year. There has been a definite improvement in 
pedigree, size, bone, muscular development, and 
condition. 

CoLTs 

The principal stock in trade at Mereworth is 
the get of Ariel and *Hairan, the latter a high- 
class half-brother to *Royal Minstrel and other 
good horses, and while these are being supple- 
mented more and more by outside stallions they 
still represent the largest groups. Both breed 
very strongly to type, the Ariels being shaped 
like the dream of a Quarter Horse man and the 
*Hairans being the opposite, tall, growthy, high- 
withered, plain, rugged, and durable, and not too 
precocious. 

There are seven *Hairan colts, all in the gen- 
eral pattern, any one likely to turn out a bargain. 
The one from Aperitif appears to have a little 
extra in the way of muscle and in dependability of 
his legs. Dogmatic’s colt is big, rangy, long- 
bodied, with excellent legs and action. Superlee’s 
is shorter-backed, wider-bodied than most, and 
will grow big. The Play Dis colt, which has on 
the farm the reputation of being the best of the 
*Hairans, will carry to the sales ring a couple 
of superficial blemishes as a result of accidents. 
His middle-piece is deeper than is typical of his 
sire, and his legs and feet are excellent. The one 
from Lotta Bull looks quicker than the others; he 
is heavicr-bodied, wider-forked, very rugged. Dis- 
pel’s colt is rangy, strong, clean, very good in 
stance and action, especially well developed be- 
hind the saddle; he could be extra good. Play- 
sickle’s is typical, but has a touch of fine quality. 

The get of Ariel are quick, alert, wide-rumped, 
well muscled horses. Best show among them may 
be made by the colts out of Panicle and Tarn, the 
former being more trim and racy, the latter be- 
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ing heavier-bodied and plainer and having an ex- 
traordinary supply of muscle. The Indigestion 
colt is also in the best Ariel tradition, strong, 
compact, geared for quick speed. Miss Frill’s 
likewise, with extra height at the croup. Flying 
Brigade’s colt, though foaled as late as June 7, 
is powerful and moderately big, with a grand set 
of legs. Specs’ colt is of medium build, quick, 
and racy. 

Star of the sale probably will be the grand 
colt by Whirlaway out of Dark Loveliness, the 
dam of Dark Discovery. This would be a top 
yearling with almost any pedigree. He has great 
scope, long sweeping lines, high quality, a grand 
forehand, pronounced withers, short back, long 
underline, and excellent rear assembly, and his 
feet and legs are put on with precision. Not 
many will outsell him. 

Another star is the grey colt by Questionnaire 
out of Broadcloth’s dam, Anacreon. He is mod- 
erately small, compact, wide-bodied, with the 
stout constitution of his sire, well muscled at fore- 
arm and gaskin, short in the cannons, high in 
quality, true about the legs and feet, and very 
smart-looking. The colt by the same sire out of 
Diesel is very much on the same order, possibly 
a little heavier-bodied for his inches. 

The four by Firethorn represent a considerable 
variation in type. Most interesting here is the 
half-brother to Free for All, out of Panay. He 
is of average size and build, compact, quick, wide- 
quartered, with the knees forward—a character- 
istic horsemen like. Pockmantie’s colt is small, 
good-bodied, with excellent legs, true in action. 
The son of Pious has the finest quality of the lot, 
is of good size, smart and showy. Hasagne’s is 
big (weighing probably more than a thousand 
pounds) and very good, with an excellent set of 
legs and feet and with a sort of Fair Play sweep 
to the forehand. 

The one colt by the dead Display, out of Polly’s 
Folly, is hard, substantial, solid, wide in front, 
with made-to-order legs. The Jamestown— 
Glamorous colt is compact and strong, marked 
by wide forearms. Reaping Reward—Fair Brown 
is of the smooth, quick, big-bodied, short- legged, 
fine-quality type expected of his sire. Our Boots 
—Gifted Lady appears an excxellent prospect, 
though not especially showy. He is substantial, 
strongly muscled, wide-forked, generally good. 


FILLIES 

Four good daughters of Blue Larkspur give a 
special distinction to this consignment, and all 
may be expected to sell well. Lightest, raciest, 
finest of them is out of Beginning. She is good- 
bodied, true in the legs, with an excellent head, 
very breedy-looking. The others are all big- 
bodied and roomy, though not especially tall. The 
one from Aristocracy probably weighs nearly a 
thousand; she is deep-bodied, short-coupled, ma- 
ture-looking, with a lovely head. Double Time’s 
daughter, a light bay with black points, is well 
balanced, substantial, and strong, with much 


scope, not especially quick-looking. Armature’s 
is heavy-bodied, strong-hipped, with quite a lot 
of her sire showing through. 

Among the five Ariel fillies, Colonia’s daughter

Lipiec "Reinstated" 


Stanley Lipiec ended the 1945 season as the 
leading U. S. trainer in point of races won, ran 
into difficulty shortly after the start of 1946 
when he shod the horses of Mrs. Lottie Wolf, for 
whom he trained, when blacksmiths at Gulfstream 
Park “went fishing” at a time some of the horse- 
men at the track were “forgetting” to make en- 
tries because of a dispute over purses. For shoe- 
ing horses which he did not own, Lipieec was un- 
officially but effectively blacklisted by the platers, 
was forced to resign his job with the Wolf stable 
because no one would shoe the horses, a task at 
which Lipiec found himself inadequate. 

After having been unemployed for some 
months, Lipiec stated at the Detroit track on 
June 19 that he had acted unwisely and that he 
would do “anything within reason” to return to 
training. On June 22 it was announced that he 
had made peace with the platers through Harry 
Lockwood, divisional head of the blacksmiths’ 
union, and would apply for a trainer’s license. 

During his period of idleness, it was said, Lipiec 
was engaged in supplying Turf “information.”

is of medium build, fine-boned, racy. Three 
Cheers’ is chunky, heavy-muscled, with a built-in 
look of speed and precocity. Marlene’s is short- 
backed, deep-bodied, weli muscled. The daugh- 
ter of Avengeance is a grand prospect for quick 
speed and soundness; she runs to extremes in 
shortness of back, depth of barrel, thickness of 
muscle, and cleanness of leg. The black daugh- 
ter of Faculty (dam of Education), not so sub- 
stantially built, is fairly small, fine in quality, ex- 
tremely quick; in the paddock she outruns every- 
thing and takes a deal of joy in it. 

There are nine *Hairan fillies, all proper *Hai- 
rans, except that the one from Bisonette is sur- 
prisingly compact, deep-bodied, showy, and quick. 
I take the liberty of passing over some of these 
uniformly molded youngsters to mention only a 
part. The daughter of Stylistic is an exceptional 
individual, strong, deep-barreled, with a beauti- 
ful shoulder, one of the best specimens her sire 
has turned out. Two of these fillies are out of 
Snowflake and Swivel, both top-class race mares 
for Mr. Salmon before he turned to market breed- 
ing, and both fillies I put down as excellent pros- 
pects. Both are tall, with ample frames, unlikely 
to develop very early; Swivel herself, it will be 
remembered, was an enormous mare. The Snow- 
flake filly is light-framed, very true in stance and 
action. Swivel’s daughter is more amply muscled, 
has exceptionally clean, flat cannons, handles her 
considerable bulk with ease. 

Reaping Reward—*Niblick II filly, typical of 
her sire, is one for quick action, long-bodied, short- 
legged, high in quality. The filly by the same 
sire out of Fast Stride is a twin, but for all prac- 
tical purposes this fact may be forgotten. She 
weighs more than 900 pounds, is compact, substan- 
tial, balanced and true. Her farm nickname is 
Gravel Gertie, but she is far handsomer than her 
namesake. 

One of the best among the fillies is by Menow— 
Swiftply, a big, leggy, true-made, impressive year- 
ling with many good points, including an excellent 
head, high withers, strong hoof-walls, short can- 
nons, deep barrel, and ample quarters. 

Firethorn—Attire is long-bodied, short-legged, 
smart, quick, with very good legs. *Pharamond 
I1I—Amaranth, another very good one, is of moder- 
ate size, quick, smart-looking, high behind. James- 
town—Dustina is wide-bodied, high-headed, well 
muscled.

Mission Accomplished 


FAVORITE sport of French horsemen is 

cross-channel raiding in England, especially 
at the time of the Ascot meeting, and most par- 
ticularly in the famous Gold Cup, whose 244-mile 
distance makes it particularly tempting, since 
French champions usually are noted for their 
stamina. France’s big races, except for a few, 
are not open to foreign-bred horses, hence re- 
prisal is difficult. 

Last week the Frenchmen carried things to ex- 
tremes. They not only won the Gold Cup at As- 
cot, but finished second and third—and the win- 
ner, Marcel Boussac’s Caracalla, was technically 
in England a half-bred, since his sire, the very 
successful Tourbillon, is “contaminated” by Amer- 
ican blood on his dam’s side. 

Caracalla, favored at odds of 4 to 9, took the 
lead from Basileus in the stretch, won by two 
lengths from Chanteur II, with Jean Couturié’s 
(the J. E. Widener estate’s) Basileus five lengths 
away third. 

The winner, already an outstanding horse in 
France, is a 4-year-old colt by Tourbillon out of 
the Prix Chloe winner Astronomie, by Asterus 
(by *Teddy), second dam Likka, by Sardanapale. 
His fifth dam, Ferelith, was a half-sister to 
*Fairy Gold, famous in American breeding as the 
dam of Fair Play and Friar Rock and in France 
as the ancestress of numerous good horses. 

Next day (June 21) there were three more 
French victories. Caracalla’s 6-year-old half- 
brother, Marsyas, by Trimdon, won the Alexan- 
dra Stakes, England’s longest flat race. Sayani 
captured the Jersey Stakes, and Priam took the 
Hardwicke Stakes. Priam, one of the best sons 
of Pharis, is also ineligible to the General Stud 
Book, his second dam, Heldifann, being by *Dur- 
bar II out of Banshee, by Irish Lad out of Friz- 
ette, and thus having American strains on both 
sides of her pedigree. 


It was the greatest Ascot meeting in history— 
for France.
